FREEWAYS CAN MEAN MONEY 


(See charts in middle of this page) 

Ramona Freeway (Highway 99) which will soon be run- 
ning between Sixth and Seventh streets in Upland, may not 
devalue property as much as many property owners along its 
route think. 

Land devaluation is the argument advanced against many 
freeways in the course of their planning and construction up 
and down the state. 

To combat this, the State Division of Highways right- 
of-way department has circulated an article by Robert L. 
Bangs, right-of-way agent, which boosts freeways by showing 
that they have raised property values in certain areas. 

From studies thus far in a section of Highway 99 in 
Fresno, Bangs says the volume of business transacted by own- 
ers abutting the freeway showed an overall 42 per cent in- 
crease as against an increase of 5.1 per cent for like businesses 
in the county. 

‘‘The predominant effect of freeway construction through 
this section (of Fresno) is the change of land use pattern. 
clearly shown by improvements worth approximately a million 
dollars which have been constructed since the opening of the 
freeway,’’ Bangs maintains. 

These improvements include a large drive-in theater, two 
truck service stations, a poultry producer’s warehouse, three 
truck sales and service buildings, industrial welding and ma- 
chine shop, and several smaller restaurant and salesroom 
structures. 

We are inclined to agree with Bangs’ theory that a freeway 
can do more good for most of the residents of a town even 
though it may apparently. devalue.residential property values, 
it will increase the commercial value of the land.

Up in 1950 With 
Same Deduction 


Disabled workers in San Bern- 
ardino and Riverside counties filed 
4,563 claims for disability insur- 
ance and were paid $773,594.41 
during 1949. 

This represents more than 245,- 
685 days of unemployment due te 
illness or injury, according to the 
year-end report issued by Francis 
W. Shaw, district manager for 
the Division of Disability and Hos- 
pital Benefits of the State De- 
partment of Employment. 

Payments of additional disabil- 
ity insurance to California wage 
earners will increase during 1950, 
Shaw said, with no increase in 
contribution from the worker. 
California’s disability fund has a 
reserve of almost $100,000,000, 
accumulated trom the one per 
cent contribution made by Cali- 
fornia worker

payments have ot yet be 
leased, but it i timated that 
payments 
last year were : t $25,000,000
